Theaa  are  not  Just  curves,  but  an  abrupt  change  of 
general  direction*  Tha  path  at  -tisiea  has  tended  more  to  the  west  than 
the  oast  of  a north-south  line.  This  object  has  bean  noted  to  stop  and 
pause  for  3 or  4 -saoonds  before  graduall/  growing  dim  till  invisible. 

Cn  two  occasions  after  dimming  out  a bright  flash  aa  that  of  a flash-bulb 
used  in  photography  was  noted  after  a wait  of  30  to  60  seconds,  and  this 
in  this  same  spot  the  object  vanished. 

Tha  schedulea  used  in  locating  the  satellites  Soho  Z and  Echo  IX  were  ob- 
tained from  the  Science  Pepartment  of  the  Junior  College  and  their  planet- 
arium and  ware  fiang^hed  to  them  by  !4r.  who  is  head  of  Moon- 

watch  here*  Hr*  IMki  is  affiliated  with  tto  Smithsonian  Astropbyslcal 
Observatory  in  Cangibrldge»  Maas*  He  uses  a tracking  telescope  provided  by 
' Smithsonian*  ■ - — — 

When  no  time  has  bean  given  for  one  or  the  other  Echo  Satellites  on  the 
aoooa^anying  log,  Mr*  bad  previously  stated  that  it  would  not  be 

visible  on  that  night  in  this  area* 

Tha  first  time  Mr*  4lMll^  waa  contacted  with  a request  for  identification 
of  this  object,  ba  stated  that  It  was  neither  satellite  and  that  it  toust 
be  an  airplane*  Ee  was  not  interested  in  further  investigation* 

The  following  night  (the  17th)  an  observer  phoned  I4r*  i4Hl|F  with  tha  re- 
quest that  bo  go  out  and  look  In  a soeolflo  location  of  the  sky  and  see 
the  object  for  himself*  He  was  finally  persuaded  to  do  so  and  upon  hia 
return  to  the  phone  expressed  the  opinion  that  there  were  4^0  objects  in 
orbit  up  there  and  this  was  not  one  of  them  and  he  had  no  idea  what  It 

might  be  but  would  like  to  be  notified  of  Its  next  appearance* 

On  the  13th  Mr*  followed  the  object  with  tha  telescope  and  ststad 

that.it  was  at  least  700  miles  in  height  and  appeared  as  Just  a round 
ball  of  light*  He  fux^har  said  ha  believed  it  was  Echo  11  and  that  he 

was  In  error  in  his  schedule  of  its  appearance  for  those  zfLgbts.  When 

informed  that  it  bad  been  appearing  simultaneously  with  Echo  I and  with 
Echo  II,  ba  said  that  was  not  unusual,  that  sometimes  both  would  appear 
at  the  aama  time.  Soho  II  and  Bobo  II7  But  he  stuck  to  his  Echo  II 
Identlf  ioatl  on* 

However,  on  the  19th  he  submitted  a U?0  report  to  Cambridge* 

The  afternoon  of  tha  19th  Mr • 9MVIP  phoned  the  caller  of  the  previous  two 
evenings  with  the  glad  tidings  that  ha  had  Just  that  day  reoaivad  the 
aohedulas  for  Bobo  II  and  that  all  was  well  and  not  to  worry  anymore,  that 
this  confirmed  bis  identification  of  the  object  as  Echo  II. 

The  evening  of  the  19th  still  another  observer  phoned  poor  Mr.  Sally  with 
a quary  cat3oeming  the  object  that  had  Just  passed  over.  * Without  asking 
for  tha  location  tha  object,  tha  direction  or  the  time,  he  rspliad  that 
it  u*i3  Echo  II*  When  tha  caller  aakad  for  tha  Echo  II  schedule,  i'lr.  Kelly 
stated  that  he  did  not  have  any  for  Echo  II.

The  sky  has  bean  reamrkably  clear  of  olouds  for  some  time  except  for  the 
dates  where  olouds  were  noted  in  the  log*  On  the  ^th  the  clouds  oaxa  In 
bands  sad  while  ons  part  of  the  aky  would  be  obscured  another  would  be 
quite  clear*  Cn  two  other  occasions  there  wore  quite  scattered  olouds

These  objects  reported  nay  or  may  not  be  caused  by  the  same 
phenomena.  However,  It  is  quite  likely  that  ECHO  I and  II  were 
the  cause  of  most  of  the  sightings.  Those  sightings  making  definite 
xuras,(not  an  illusion)  have-'slgnlf leant  periods  of  time,  were 
probably  caused  by  aircraft,  Ihe  ECHO  schedules  for  November  are

These  objects  repox*ted  may  or  may  not  be  caused 
by  the  same  phenomena.  However^  It  is  quite  likely 
that  SCHO  I and  II  were  the  cause  of  most  of  the 
sightings.  Those  sightings  making  definite  turns 
and  having  significant  periods  of  time  were  probably 
caused  by  alroraft.  The  ECHO  schedules  for  November 
are  attached.
